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Newton Sentenced to 50 Years 


Jarreau Newton was sentenced to 50 years in prison for 
firing the shot that killed a 13-year-old Greenbelt boy last May 
in Greenbelt East. Newton received 30 years for 2nd degree 
murder and 20 years for use of a handgun in the commission of 


a crime of violence. 


The sentences, which Circuit Court 
Judge Steven I. Platt directed are to 
be served consecutively, are the 
maximum that Newton could receive 
under law. The sentencing took place 
Wednesday, March 22. If thesentence 
stands, Newton will be eligible for 
parole in about 25 years. He was 
convicted of the charges on February 
2 following a two-week trial. A co- 
defendant, Nicholas Terrebrood, 
was acquitted of all charges. 
Charges against a third defendant, 
Rico Young, who was to be tried 
separately, were dropped. 

Prior to sentencing, Newton 
pleaded for clemency in a low 
trembling voice in marked contrast 
to his calm and forthright demeanor 
at trial. "I never meant to 
intentionally kill or harm anyone,” 
he said. "I never meant to kill C.J.” 

The judge, however, said that the 
jury had rejected Newton’s claim 
that the shooting was accidental and 
that he agreed with its verdict. He 
also stressed the random, 
inexplicable nature of the act. 
"Maybe you were caught up in what 
was going on, but that’s not an 
explanation,” he said. “As your 
attorney candidly put it, there is no 
explanation.” This inexplicability, 
said the judgeweighedheavily in his 


decision to give the maximum. 


sentence. “The risk to others is at 
best unclear,” he said. 

The judge added that he was 
accepting the request of Newton’s 
attorney to recommend that he be 
placed at the Patuxent Institution. It 
is “possible, but not likely” that 
Newton could be released from 
Patuxent prior to the minimum time 
he would ordinarily be required to 
serve in a regular prison, said 
prosecutor Ranganath Manthripr- 
agada who handled the sentencing 

for the State’s Attorney’s Ofice. He 
added that he thought such a 
placement improbable. (A spokes- 
person for the Jessup facility said it 
provides counseling and psychiatric 
services while incarcerated for 
youthful offenders who are thought 
to be able to benefit from them.) 

Besides the right of appeal, which 
is virtually certain to be exercised in 
such a case according to 
Manthripragada, Newton can also 
ask for his sentence to be reconsidered 
by Judge Platt or reviewed by a 
three-judge Circuit Court panel. 

Trial Testimony 

The shooting took place last May 

13 on a hillside at the intersection of 
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Mandan Road and Hanover Parkway. 
The victim, Carlton F."C.J.” Brown 
II, was shot to death during a brawl 
between two groups of Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School students, one 
composed primarily of youths from 
New Carrollton. According to 
testimony, Brown, an 8th grade honor 
student at a Riverdale parochial school 
who lived nearby, was watching the 
fracas with numerous other 
bystanders--estimates ranged from 
75 to 150-- and was not a participant. 

After Newton produced the gun, 
which he testified had been concealed 
in his waistband under a shirt, 
people scattered in all directions. 
Eyewitnesses who testified said that 
Brown, asmall, slight boy, fell to his 
knees while fleeing and was seized 
and beaten by a New Carrollton 
youth. Newton then approached 
Brown and shot him in the abdomen 
at point-blank range. 


The prosecutor had asked for the 
maximum sentence, telling the 
judge, “The guidelines don’t apply in 
acase like this.” He alsoemphasized 
its impact on the community. “This 
case was an eye-opener to a lot of 
people,” he said. "Noone expected it 
to happen in Greenbelt...a place where 
people wanted to bring up their children.” 

Victim Pleas ? 

Brown’s mother, Judy E. Brown, 
also addressed the judge before 
sentencing. "While I feel for Jay 
Newton’s family, nothing can bring 
my son back. No one involved in this 
tragedy will feel this pain that my 
family and I have gone through.” 


Other family members, who also 
attended, said that while they were 
satisfied with the sentence, the 
burden of their loss still weighed on 
them heavily. “We have a life 
sentence of not having C.J.,” said 
June Brown, young Brown’s aunt. 
They also said they took no comfort 
in Newton’s plight. “This is a double 
tragedy,” said June Brown. Added 
Judy Brown, "I don’t feel any thrill of 
victory....I’m praying for Jay and his 
family.” 





A Mother Speaks 


(The following is an excerpt of 
remarks addressed to Judge Ste- 
ven I. Platt by Judy E. Brown, 
mother of C.J. Brown, prier to 
sentencing of Jarreau Newton.) 

I come before you this morn- 
ing to try to explain how life 
is without my son. ... Some- 
times the feelings are so strong 
it’s almost impossible to put 
into words. I raised my three 
children by myself for the last 
eight years before C.J.’s death. 
We were very close... . 

I have sacrificed and worked 
very hard to put them through 
private school and their many 
after-school activities. I’ve spent 
many hours in the library and 


going over homework with 
them. I knew every teacher 
very well. Their life was my 
eee. ss 


He played the drums in his 
school band and was scheduled 
to try out for a spot in one of 
the bands at that high school 
the morning after he was killed. 
Now, when I look at that silent 
drum, it’s such a painful remind- 
er of what used to be, but I 
ean’t get rid of it because his 
possessions are al] I have left. 


Every morning when 1 wake 
up, the first thing that hits me 
is—C.J.’3 dead. He’s no longer 
with us. I have to settle that in 
my mind before I can get out of 
bed. I know it’s been 10 months, 


| but I still want so badly to con- 


jure him up,t o make it all right. 
But the reality is, it’s not all 
right. He is dead. I have to ask 
God to help me to keep going. 
. . » Motherhood for me was so 
natural. I have to work at it 


j now, “ 


C.J. was an innocent victim of 
a senseless murder. The very 
thing that I worked so hard to

keep my children from, took 
one of them from me with no 
participation on his part. This 
kind of behavior leads to noth- 
ing but grief and sadness. When 
you pick up a gun, you make a 
decision that ruins your life as 
well as the lives of others. Jay 
Newton’s choice made victims of 
his own family also. While I 
feel for Jay Newton’s family, 
nothing can bring my son back. 
No one involved in this tragedy 
will feel this pain that my family 
and I have gone through because 
no one but my family and I 
have lost a child. 

I pray that C.J.’s death has 
not been in vain. I pray that 
parents will reinstill in their 
children belief and principles 
that would prevent disrespect of 
life and property. I hope that 
those involved realize that vio- 
lence is not the answer to any 
of life’s problems. Until our 
young people realize that and 
take responsibility for their ac- 
tions, tragedies like this will 
continue... .

Large Crowd Attends Service 
In Memory of Slain Student

On Wednesday evening, March 22, Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School students held a vigil mourning the death of J ulie 
Ferguson, who had been abducted and murdered two days 


earlier. 


Crowds of ERHS students and 
other community members sat in 
loosely-formed rows on the slope 
overlooking the ballfield, with the 
school building behind them. Some 
hummed "Kum Bay Ya,” while they 
| struggled to keep their candles lit in 
‘the startlingly cold wind. Many 
‘students held flowers - daffodils, a 
lavender carnation, a spray of dill- 
weed, or a red rose. 

Jennifer Prediger, founder of 
Students Against Violence, 
introduced each speaker in turn, 
starting with ERHS Principal 
Gerald Boarman. Dr. Boarman said 
many of the students had told him, 
"Julie Ferguson could make you 
laugh and smile.” He asked them to 
remember that "the community is 
not separate from your life.” He 
said, "I know many of you have been 


angry” and encouraged the students 
to use that anger to fire actions that 
could prevent a tragedy like this 
from ever happening again. 

Next, PTSA President Clyde Reed 
assured the students that though it 
might feel odd "to react toa murder 
by sitting on a hillside holding a 
candle,” they were in fact doing the 
right thing, because their own lights 
were the only way to combat the 
darkness. 

Greenbelt Mayor Antoinette Bram 
introduced Greenbelt City Council- 
members Ed Putens, J Davis and 
Rodney Roberts. She commiserated 
with the students, saying she had 
already addressed them at a 
previous vigil for a murdered 
Greenbelt student, and she was

City to Offer Reward 
In Death of Student

At a special meeting on March 23, The Greenbelt City 
Council unanimously approved using $10,000 in city funds 
towards a reward for information leading to the arrest and 
conviction of the killer(s) of Julie Ferguson. Combined with 
donations from local businesses, the reward fund totals over 


$20,000. 


Anyone with information should 


eall the county police (772-4925) or 
Crime Solvers (735-1111). Although 
Councilmember Thomas White was 
absent, he had been consulted by 
telephone and agreed with the 
proposed reward. Any private 
donations that are received will be 
added to the reward, the council- 
members promised. 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
addressed a question he had heard 
raised--why a reward in this case 
and not previous ones? The 
circumstances in this one are 
different, he said. In last year’s 
murder of C.J. Brown, the suspects 
were captured immediately, so that 
no reward was needed. Other cases 
involved murders of nonresidents. 
Ferguson lived here, and, Putens said, 
the city will back “our resident and 
our schools.” 

The Greenwood Village resident 
was apparently abducted from 
Greenway Center around 10 p.m. on 
March 20. Her body was found in 
Glenn Dale the following morning. 
The county police are the lead 
investigators on the case, but city 
police are working closely with them. 

Greenbelt Police Chief James Craze 
noted that at the time Ferguson 
disappeared, "Greenway Center was 
full of people--someone saw what 
happened." More than a dozen 
Eleanor Roosevelt students attended

for the death of Eleanor Roose- 
velt High School junior Julie 
Ferguson.

“We encourage other loca] busi- 
messes to offer their support so 
that this case can be solved 


quickly.”

Greenbelt grieves once more. Another promising youth 
taken from our midst by violence. Another candlelight vigil. 
Another sad farewell. Our hearts are with Pam Ferguson in 
grief and insympathy as she deals with every Mother’s dread. 
We are all saddened and diminished by the cruel and 
unnecessary end to life so bright, so full of potential. 

The death of Julie Lynn Ferguson has brought into our 
own homes once more the reality that violence and killing 
mean the tragic loss of someone who is loved and wanted. 
Crime victims are neither statistics nor the swarms of movie 
and television actors who fall to the right and left in numerous 
scenes of violence but rise again to play other parts. They are 
someone’s loved one, someone’s friend, someone’s neighbor. 
This time our loved one, our friend and our neighbor has been 
lost and all of us are left to mourn. 





Big Picture 


Those opposed to further development on the Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center (BARC) property, as are we, 
must not lose sight of the "Big Picture.” BARC still contains 
6,500 acres, even though in past years much of its land was 
converted to other uses by the Federal government. The 
research center is about twice the size of the City of Greenbelt. 
Within its perimeters two federal campuses have been 
recently proposed, a headquarters facility for the Department 
of Agriculture and a Food and Drug Administration Center 
for Food Safety and Applied Nutrition. Together these would 
occupy about 200 acres, with some 2,300 employees expected 
to work in these new facilities. Remaining would be about 
6,200 other acres, which must concern us as well --enough 
space for 60 more federal campuses. 

The Greenbelt City Council, in meetings it plans to hold 
with federal officials, must assess other dimensions of the 
future of BARC: the risk of its losing additional land to other 
uses, and the possibility that the entire research facility could 
be relocated to the Midwest farmbelt as had been earlier 
proposed. The city’s goal must be to preserve as much open 
space as possible and to minimize further development of this 
larger area of farm and woodland. 

Simply defeating construction of the two proposed 
facilitieson BARC, if that can be done, will not solve the larger 
problem, as we perceive it. The next proposal by the next 
federal administration could be even worse.

Greenbelt’s Big Tree 
Champions on Co. Tour 


Four trees in Greenbelt will 
be included on an Arbor Day 
tour of Big Tree Champions of 
Prince Georges County. Two of 
the Greenbelt trees are located 
in Schrom Hills Park, whose or- 
iginal layout had to be rede- 
signed in order to save them. 
They are a 46-foot tall deodar 
cedar with a 51-foot crown2and 
and a 47-foot longleaf pine with 
a 37-foot crown. 


Two trees in the original part 
of the city are also included—a 
72-foot London plane tree near 
the postoffice and a 29-foot star 
magnolia on the former Center 
School property. Big Tree 
Champions are the largest and 
grandest of their species in the 
county. The list, which includes 
144 different kinds of trees, re- 
sults from a continuing search 
that began in 1986. 


Forty-seven of the county 
trees are also Maryland State 
Big Tree Champions and one— 
a white basswood at a residence 
on Church Rd. in Mitchellville— 
has been nominated for the Na- 
tional Register of Big Trees. An 
arborvitae that was thought to 
qualify for the National Regis- 
ter and that was located at Al- 
lentown Mall, has been cut down. 


The county’s Big Tree Tour 
begins at 9 a.m. at the Prince 
Georges Equestrian Center in 
Upper Marlboro and concludes at 
3 p.m. at Montpelier Mansion in 
Laurel.

“Whose Budget Is It?”Council 
Hears Manager Propose Tax Hike

In Turning to City 
Manager Daniel G. Hobbs to 
make a budget presentation 
at the start of the March 27 
regular meeting, Mayor 
Antoinette Bram made clear, 
Hobbs was presenting "what 
is his budget tonight.” She 
further noted that the 
manager had proposed a 
four-cent tax rate increase 
last year, but after council 
review and finding of 
additional revenue, the 
budget had been adopted 
with out a tax rate increase. 


"His budget” willater become 
“our budget,” after council review 
and such changes as its members 
might make, Bram noted. 
Councilmember Thomas White 
reemphasized Bram’s distinction by 
asking Hobbs before he could begin 
his presentation, "Whose budget is 
it?” 

Council’s nervousness about the 
budget was made clear when Hobbs 
announced again he was seeking a 
four-cent increase in the property 
tax rate. In justifying the increase, 
Hobbs noted that most revenue 
sources were flat as to growth, overall 
property assessments had declined 
in Greenbelt for the first time in its 
history and the city had to fund 
operation of the new community 
center, scheduled to open in late 
summer. The loss of value of 
property assessments amounted to the 
equivalent of a four-cent tax rate; the 
cost of operating the community 
center would be another six-cents, he 
said which he believed justified a 10- 
cent tax rate increase instead of the 
four cents he was actually proposing. 

Budget Objectives _ 

In preparing the $12.7 million 
dollar General Fund budget, Hobbs 
said his objectives followed the 
stated council sentiment to maintain 
quality services, keep the tax rate as 
low as possible and open the 
community center at a reasonable 
cost. A gap of $500,000 between 
revenues and expenditures had been 
projected earlier. To reduce the 
budget gap, the city staff had 
prepared more than 60 options which 
council had reviewed at an earlier 
work session. It was then a matter 
for Hobbs and the city staff to make 
choices and establish priorities. 

Hobbs outlined five key instructions 
to staff for the budget: 

1. Maintain quality service at the 
most reasonable cost. — 

2. Protect the city’s fiscal position. 

3. Open the community center.

presented. 

City employees will not receive a 
cost-of-living adjustment this year if 
Hobbs’ budget is approved. On the 
other hand, there will be no employee 
layoffs, freezes or cutbacks in salaries 
or benefits, as experienced in some 
other jurisdictions. Besides normal 
pay adjustments scheduled in the 
city pay plan, Hobbs proposed that 
the above-average employees receive 
a one percent bonus pay increase at 
the time an employee is eligible for a 
pay step increase. 

The operating budget for the new 
community center will be $468,000. 
Supporting revenues are estimated 
at $149,000, leaving $319,000 to be 
financed from tax revenue. 





Special Budgets 

Besides the city’s General Fund, 
budgets were also submitted for 
Green Ridge House, the Equipment 
Replacement Fund, the Debt Service 
Fund and the Capital Improvements 
Funds. Hobbs proposes funding 33 
of 108 capital projects at a cost of $3.2 
million dollars. 

Summary of Accomplishments 

In his presentation, Hobbs cited 
accomp!shments achieved during the 
current year. New crime-related 
programs included community- 
oriented policing, a school resource 
officer and the opening of a police 


code enforcement, a parking 
enforcement program was 
established with particuar emphasis 
on parking violators in handicapped 
spaces and in fire lanes. 

He noted completion of the 
Roosevelt Center parking lot 
renovation program, which was 
$150,000 under budget without 
using city tax funds. The renovation 
increased green space by 17 percent 
and added 24 parking spaces, he 
noted.

Murdered Student Testified at Trial 


Greenbelt Chief of Police 
James Craze said that police in- 
vestigators are looking into a 
possible connection between the 
recent death of an Eleanor Roos- 
evelt High School student and 
the trial of two New Carrollton 
youths for the murder of a 
Greenbelt boy last May. Julie 
Lynn Ferguson, 17, whose body 
was found at the side of a road 
in Glenn Dale on Tuesday, 
March 21, appeared briefly as a 
defense witness at that trial. One 
defendent was sentenced to 50 
years in jail the day after her 
body was found. (See accomp- 
anying story.) 

“It’s being looked into,” said 
Craze, who spoke in an inter- 
view Friday, March 24. “All ar- 
eas are being looked jnto.” He 
stressed, however, that -the in- 
vestigation was in an_ early 











phase and that without suspects, 
the field of possibilities being 
considered was quite broad and 
included many different scenar- 
ios. 


last seen the 
evening of March 20 at Green- 
way Center while waiting for a 
ride home from her job at Lin- 
ens ’N Things. Police believe 
she was abducted and murdered. 

Ferguson testified briefiy as 
a character witness for Nichol- 
as Terrebrood, who was acquit- 
ted on all charges in the murder 
of Brown.

Ferguson’s testimony, which 
lasted only minutes, appeared 
to play an insignificant role in 
the two-week trial.

She said 
she had known him for about 
two years .She also testified that 
she saw the fight from a dis- 
tance while on her way home 
from school and heard the shot 
that killed Carlton F. “C.J.” 

She was not an eye- 
witness to the shooting itself, 
and did not know Brown. Her 
testimony pertained to none of 
the facts at issue, which were 
covered in great detail by other 
witnesses. 

County police spokesman Al 
Gibson said county police, who 
are leading the _ investigation, 
have little to go on and are 
downplaying the connection. “The 
only link we are aware of is that 
she did in fact testify as a 
character witness. We have no 
reason to believe that that has 
anything to do with this, with 
her murder.”

determined not to have to do so again. 
The mayor said she had spoken with 
the other city councilmembers 
present, and they had agreed to meet 
to consider a reward of $10,000 for 
information leading to the identifi- 
cation of Julie Ferguson's abductor. 
This statement was met by applause 
from the assembly. 

Mayor Bram then shared an 
appropriate stanza from “To a 
Mistress Dying” by 17th-century poet 
Sir William Davenant. As she read, 
many of the students who had been 
sniffling began to weep more audibly. 

Then vigil officiator Jennifer 
Prediger read a letter sent by School 
Board Vice Chair Suzanne Plogman, 
which expressed her wish that Julie’s 
murderer’s be brought to justice “so 
that Julie’s life will not have been 
taken in vain.” County council- 
member Audrey Scott asked all 
those at the vigil to hold hands with 
the person sitting next to them, and 
reminded the students never to take 
life for granted. 

Remarks were also made by ERHS 
Peer Mediation coordinator Sharon 
Lewis and Students Against 
Violence spokesperson Humphries. 
Then, friends, relatives, and teachers 
offered personal observations on 
Julie Ferguson’s life. 

Numerous TY stations and other 
media, including a reporter from 
Fox News, were present at the vigil, 
with five video cameras and bright 
television lights trained on the 
speakers’ podium throughout the 
proceedings. 

The vigil was also attended by 
many community leaders who did 
not formally address the crowd. 
PFC George Mathews, spokesman 
for the Greenbelt Police 
Department, estimated the size of 
the crowd attending the vigil at 
about 1,000 people. Mathews said it 
was touching to see so many students 
coming together. “This is a good 


school, with good kids, so this large 
turn-out is not unexpected.”

the meeting. When one asked what 
they could do, Craze and the 
councilmembers urged that they 
give police their eyes and ears-- 
report any information they may 
have heard that may be related to the 
case, including rumors. He promised 
that every lead will be checked. 
: In response to students’ questions, 
Craze said that Ferguson had not 
been sexually assaulted, but he did 
not know if she had been robbed. 
Also unclear, he said, was whether 
she got into a vehicle voluntarily or 
was forcibly seized. Until police find 
who did it, they won't know the 
motive behind the crime, he said. 
The councilmembers praised the 
vigil held the previous evening by 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School’s 
Students Against Violence. 
Councilmember Judith Davis said 
that what the group did "was 
wonderful. It gives us some hope 
thatsomething good will happen from 
their efforts.” 
What Now 
The councilmembers had different 

perceptions of security at the 
shopping center.

Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
complained that there was little 
police presence there and that the 
same areas of Greenbelt East were 
constantly appearing in the Police 
Blotter. He urged immediate action 
to implement the bicycle patrol in 
those areas. 

Putens and Davis, while not 
disagreeing about the bicycle patrol, 
noted that they frequently see city 
police at the shopping center. All 
agree, however, that the city needs to 
work with the shopping center to 
encourage the owners to improve 
security. The measures suggested 
include security cameras, a private 
security force and a partnership 
between the city and the shopping 
center similar to that which 
established a police substation at 
Beltway Plaza. The council 
unanimously directed the city 
manager to propose such a 
partnership to the owners of 
Greenway Center. 

What Has City Dene? 

Linda Savaryn challenged council 
as to what the city had done to prevent 
erime. She argued that council had 
known five years ago of serious crime 
problems but had waited until five 
people were killed before taking 
action. 

The councilmembers strongly 
disagreed. They pointed out that the 
number of city officers had increased 
from 43 to 47 over that period. Davis 
pointed out other actions, such as 
hiring a civilian parking 
enforcement officer, that were taken 
to permit officers to concentrate on 
crime. 

City Manager Daniel Hobbs had 
prepared a list of the actions taken 
by the city over the past few years, 
ineluding the hiring of an officer to 
work at Eléanor-Roosevelt High 
School, the partnership at Beltway 
Plaza and the continuing expansion 
of community oriented policing to 
try to prevent crime.
